Thou- 
sands gathered to support and 
encourage the efforts of Bishop 
Patterson. Bishop Patterson has 
traveled every step of the stren- 
uous schedule and preached at 
every rally, as he desires to make 
ASU a reality. 


In support of him, the Area 
Chairman have worked to pro- 
vide facilities and activities to 
make a total success of the 
effort. Bishop C. H. Brewer was 
chairman in area #1, which met 
in New Haven, Connecticut. In 
area #2, two general board 
members, Bishop F. D. Washing- 
ton and Bishop L. R. Anderson 
served as co-chairmen. Area #3 
was chaired by Bishop O. T. 
Jones, as he and the Common- 
wealth proved to be worthy 
hosts. The rally was conducted 
in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
Area #4 was chaired by two more 
general board members, Bishop

chairmen. After a very good rally 
there, the task force traveled to 
Norfolk, Virginia and were wel- 
comed by the Bishop Samuel 
Green.

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PREACHER 
by 
Dr. Charles Smith 


Preachers should be the happiest 
people in the world. This may 
surprise those who equate min- 
isters with long faces and longer 
sermons, but preachers know 
where to find the laughs in life. 


Icontribute the following factors 
to this happy life-situation of the 
preachers. (1) They are sure of 
their calling. (2) They lead the 
pack in knowing the will of God. 
(3) They spread good news in a 
culture gone bad. 


Unlike other professionals, and 
even persons in the church who 
may be able, from time to time, 
to shelve their abilities, the 
preacher’s calling goes on dis- 
play frequently and publicly. He 
exercises his gifts for the few 
and the many all day Sunday, 
and between Sundays when he 
counsels, teaches and sets the 
example for the community. 


While it is true that from time 
to time you meet ministers who 
attempt to tiptoe through life 
like hot-air balloons at a porcu- 
pine convention, pound for 
pound preachers are the most 
contented people in the kingdom. 


Most preachers like one another. 
Regardless of the competition 
between them, which sometimes 
is highly exaggerated, I have 
discovered that preachers trust 
each other and would rather be 
around other preachers than 
anybody else. 


Preachers love people too. 
Although literature on ministe- 
rial burnout has scared a lot of 
preachers, it is my opinion that 
the majority of preachers, while 
overworked, are not seeking any 
ways to get out of the minister. 
Matter of fact, they are the 
hardest people to voluntarily 
retire from their jobs, and the 
most difficult to fire. 


Often they unselfishly make 
themselves available to people. 
Check out the person who hardly 
gets along with anyone in the 
church, or in the neighborhood, 
and you will usually find some 
preacher who visits them, prays 
for them, and calls them 
“friend.” 


Preachers work to make their 
communities better. You hardly 
have to worry about the 
preacher burning down the local 
high school. Wherever the 
preacher resides, you know that 
he stands for what is right, and 
for what is best in his 
community. 


Preachers do talk a lot, but then 
they have a lot to say. They 
shake more hands than politi- 
cians, hug more persons than 
relatives, and kiss more children 
than grandmothers. There is a 
reason for their methods: they 
will do, almost, anything legal 
to reach people. Sometimes it 
makes them sad to see people 
with so little when they know 
they could have so much. 


Preachers are the most accoun- 
table persons in their commun- 


ity. First, and foremost, they are 
accountable to God. They cannot 
change that, and no one else is 
allowed to. They are also accoun- 
table to every member of their 
congregation: each member feels 
that the pastor is personally 
responsible to him/her. In no 
other profession is there anyone 
so accountable to so many for so 
much, yet receives so little. 


Preachers are happiest when 
they are preaching. Every ser- 
mon has the same three parts: 
hard work, loneliness, and 
ecstasy. 


Part one is the hard work. Some 
folk think that just because a 
preacher has been preaching for 
10 years, he can just get up on 
a moments notice, without any 
prior preparation, open his 
mouth, and preach like Paul. Not 
so. It sometimes takes an hour 
of preparation for every five 
minutes of pulpit time. 


Part two is the loneliness. There 
is no loneliness quite compara- 
tive to that of the pulpit. No 
matter how well the sermon has 
been researched or prepared; or 
how long the prayer sessions 
have been, they are beyond 
human help once they stand up 
to preach. If God does not grant 
them grace and a clear mind, 
they will fall flat on their face. 
No small wonder, Jesus says, 


“The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me; He has anointed me to 
preach....” 


Part three is the ecstasy. The 
ecstasy unfolds during and 
immediately after the sermon. 
No person is more alive than 
preachers, at their best, preach- 
ing a sermon. Every sense is 
alert: heart pounding, mind 
clear, brain racing from thought 
to thought, from word to word, 
from experience to experience, 
weaving an incredible garment 
of truth that awes, startles, 
inspires, convicts and condemns 
some hearers, while angering 
others. 


Somewhere in this world, God 
has a special preacher for you 
and your family. He probably 
pastors the church where you 
attend. He is worthy of your 
support and in need of your 
prayers.

A recent surprise visit by Mich- 
igan Governor James Blanchard 
and Detroit Mayor Coleman 
Young to New St. Paul Taber- 
nacle COGIC, pastored by 
Bishop P. A. Brooks, made the 
front page of the Detroit Free 
Press which is one of the city’s 
leading newspapers. 


The unannounced and unex- 
pecting visit by the two govern- 
ment officials came on Sunday, 
April 27, 1986, during the morn- 
ing worship service. It just so 
happened to be the Sunday that 
Bishop Brooks was _ being 
honored for 33 years in the 
ministry. That next morning, 
the Free Press featured a lead 
article on the event, highlighted 
bya, HULL COLORED PIC- 
TURE of the Bishop, Mayor, and 
Governor! 


What was so incredible about 
the whole thing was that Bishop 
Brooks was not even aware that 
a news reporter or news photo- 
grapher were present at the 
service. When the article came 
out, he didn’t even know it, until 
members of his church and 
others notified him of it. His 
response was, understandably, 
one of pleasant surprise. 


Very few ministers get their 
picture on the front page of a big 
city newspaper. Unless, of 
course, it’s related to something 
negative or scandalous. In this 
case, the article was positive. 
Although it focused on the 
remarks of Mayor Young and 
Governor Blanchard regarding 
Detroit’s economic comeback 
role, it DID provide excellent 
publicity for New St. Paul Taber- 
nacle as a church that has kept 
“the flame of human spirit alive 
and well.” 


There is no way that Bishop 
Brooks could have planned or 
even bought such “million dol- 
lar’’ publicity. The Detroit 
branch of the NAACP, which 
held their 37th Annual Fight For 
Freedom Dinner that night, 
received no such publicity, even 
though thousands (8,500) were 
in attendance at Detroit’s Cobo 
Hall to hear Congressman 
Harold Gray, head of the House 
Appropriations Committee. 
This caused some to call and ask 


Bishop how he managed to pull 
off the front page coverage. It 
was, of course, a blessing from 
the Lord! 


While the enviable, prime press 
coverage may be seen as a per- 
sonal plus for Bishop Brooks, he 
sees it as a crowning event for 
the overall Church of God in 
Christ, which is increasingly 
emerging as an authentic reli- 
gious body in the eyes of the 
public. 


Needless to say, positive press 
coverage makes for good public 
relations, which can serve to 
extend the influence of the 
church. Bishop Brooks acknowl- 
edged that Sunday morning 
church attendance increased 
after the appearance of the 
article. But, he reports a greater 
blessing. 


Also in attendance at that Sun- 
day morning service were Mich- 


igan Supreme Court Justice 
Dennis Archer, State Senator 
Jackie Vaughn, Wayne County 
Commissioner Bernard Kilpa- 
trick, Judge Rufus Griffin, and 
Mayoral Aide Conrad Mallett, Jr. 


Among these and other officials, 
was a judge who was so 
impressed by the morning ser- 
vice that he cancelled plans to 
attend the NAACP dinner and 
returned to New St. Paul’s 
afternoon service. After Bishop 
Benjamin preached, this judge 
responded to the altar call and 
was saved! Bishop Brooks took 
him into the church same day. 
It was a very spiritual, emo- 
tional, and heart-warming expe- 
rience. The salvation and addi- 
tion of a soul is worth more than 
any front page news coverage by 
any major newspaper!

STUDENT ACHIEVER

It’s doubtful that Portia King set 
out to be a “Wonder Woman,” 
but her accomplishments are 
giving her that reputation these 
days. 


The 20-year-old King is the 
youngest student ever to receive 
a master’s degree in electrical 
engineering from MSU. Add to 
this the fact that King is a black 
woman, rare in engineering, and 
graduated with a perfect grade 
point average, and her accomp- 
lishment becomes even more 
notable. 


“Portia had a 4.0 grade point 
average in the master’s pro- 
gram, but she’s much better 
than that,” said Dr. William 
Jermann, MSU professor of elec- 
trical engineering. “She was 
really good on the modern 
abstract concepts and was 
clearly one of the best students 
in our program.” 


Dr. O. E. Wheeler, dean of the 
Herff College of Engineering, 
said, ‘Portia was an exception- 
ally hard-working, bright young 
lady, who achieved a remarkable 
level for a 20-year-old. She not 
only mastered the regular elec- 
trical engineering program, but 
learned additional computer 
languages as well. 


“She was one of the most 
accomplished students ever to 
attend MSU on a minority engi- 
neering scholarship,’ Wheeler 
said. 


King’s interest in engineering 
began as a student at Treadwell 
High School. Treadwell is one of 
15 schools in Memphis partici- 
pating in the Southeast Consor- 
tium for Minorities in Engineer- 
ing (SECME), a _ program 
sponsored by MSU’s Herff Col- 
lege of Engineering and directed 
by Dr. Roger E. Nolte, professor 
of electrical engineering. King 
was one of the initial partici- 
pants in SECME, and one of the 
first graduates produced by the 
program. 


The purpose of SECME is to 
promote interest in engineering 
among minority high school 
students. It was Nolte who 
encouraged and aided King. 


The program places 
engineering-related materials in 
the high schools to enable minor- 
ity students to better prepare for 
the study of engineering. 
Although SECME provides no 


scholarships, there are scholar- 
ships available through the 
National Action Council for 
Minorities in Engineering 
(NACME). At present, there are 
25 students enrolled in the Herff 
College on NACME 
scholarships. 


King, who attended undergrad- 
uate school on a NACME scho- 
larship, attended graduate 
school on a Herff Fellowship. 


As part of her responsibilities as 
a graduate assistant, she worked 
closely with Dr. Jermann instal- 
ling the College’s new AT&T 
computers. King also pro- 
grammed a robot for Nolte in an 
advanced computer language to 
walk, talk and sing. She then 
used the robot in a program she 
presented to area high schools 
to stimulate interest in 
engineering. 


After graduation in August, she 
began a high technology job in 
satellite communications with 
RCA of Memphis. 


King, who attends the Homeland 
Church of God in Christ, attrib- 
utes a great deal of her success 
at MSU to her faith in God and 
the support her family has 
provided. “I study and then I 
pray,’ she said. “I see it work 
for me all the time. I am just 
thankful unto God for allowing 
me to get this far, and I know 
He will continue to bless me.” 


King is the daughter of elemen- 
tary school teacher Myldred 
King of 2171 Brown. The elder 
King taught her daughter in the 
first grade when Portia began 
school at the age of four. Her 
grandmother Portia Jones and 
brothers William and Mack King 
also live in the family’s home on 
Brown. 


She is a member of Tau Beta Phi 
engineering honor society, 
Gamma Beta Phi honor society, 
the Institute of Electrical and 
Electronic Engineers (IEEE), the 
Society of Minority Engineers 
and Technologists and the 
Society of Women Engineers. 


“The only problem Portia had 
during her job interviews was 
that she just doesn’t look as old 
as the typical person with a 
master’s degree in engineering,” 
Jermann said. “Employers 
expect to see someone much 
older.”

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AFRICA — ANOTHER VIEW 


In the Book of Acts is the remar- 
kable story of the first African 
convert of whom we have a 
record in the word. 


Philip, the deacon, was preach- 
ing the saving Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus in the villages of the 
Samaritans when the angel of 
the Lord spoke to him. “Arise 
and go toward the south in the 
way that goeth down from Jer- 
usalem until Gaza, which is 
desert.” 


loften wondered why God would 
take a preacher away from a 
successful ministry and send 
him to the desert to preach to 
this particular man. And then he 
reminded me of Luke 16:10 “He 
that is faithful in that which is 
least is faithful also in much and 
he that is unjust in least is 
unjust also in much.” 


God was so concerned about one 
soul that He took Philip from a 
city-wide Revival in Samaria, 
apparently with no regrets 
(Philip did not complain.) We 
read simply, that He arose and 
went and told him to connect 
himself with a eunuch; a royal 
Ethiopian official, sitting in his 
chariot, pouring over the word 
of God, and preached Christ unto 
him. Ethiopia of Africa, peopled 
by sons of Ham, and reached a 
high level of civilization in that 
first century, historians tell us. 


And this was a man of great 
authority, in charge of all the 
treasures of the Queen of Ethi- 
opia. Be that as it may, he was 
seeking in the word, the Way to 
God. 


Philip, told him the good news 
concerning Jesus. After listening 
the eunuch declared “I believe 
that Jesus Christ is the son of 
God.” Undoubtedly the eunuch 
relayed the gospel message to his 
own people in Africa.

It was because the spirit 
of the Lord was leading Philip 
and because Philip followed 
obediently--even down a lonely 
road to one needy soul.

Through a 4-year old little girl, 
God once again revealed Himself 
as a Miracle Worker.

Recently, I was suffering with 
painful growths on my body. 
The growths were increasing so 
rapidly-from a small pimple to 
the size of an aspirin in a month 
or so. They were lodged mainly 
on my right thigh. Sometimes 
the pain in my entire leg kept 
me awake at night. I didn’t need 
the doctor to tell me that was 
a sign of big health problems. 


One Sunday, during regular 
Morning Worship at The Garden 
of Prayer Cathedral in Bronx, 
NY, where Bishop Wm. J. Robin- 
son is the pastor, I noticed that 
not only were the adults praising 
God, but over in a corner, I saw 
something that struck my 
attention--a very young child 
was also praising God. I saw two 
little hands constantly going up 
in the air and some seemingly 
uncontrollable bending, trem- 
bling and shaking of that tiny 
body. What an eye-capturing 
sight! 


That day, little Olivia Lighty 
(name of little girl) was dressed 
in white (including hat) and for 
that time, looked like a little 
saint. After awhile, Olivia was 


walking the aisles, the music 
stopped, the entire church 
became quiet, but the little girl 
kept going. Tears rolled down 
her cheeks as she made her way 
to the rostrum and laid out 
under the Power of God, made 
gestures to the ministers that 
only a spirit-filled mind could 
comprehend.

We soon discovered the majority 
of the people, Christian or non- 
Christian were steeped in and 
bound by ancient customs, tra- 
ditions and rituals. There are 
tribal people living in filth and 
squalor; there are others who 
practice cleanliness. As 
strangers to that culture we 
could very easily have gone away 
with pity for their way of life 
but God had sent us there for 
a divine purpose...and yet I will 
show you a still more excellent 
way-one that is better by far and 
the highest of the all (love). I Cor. 
12:3 (amplified). Paramount in 
importance are the millions of 
people in Africa, lost souls for 
whom Christ died. Many have 
assumed they are an ignorant 
people. Yet I seldom met an 
African who did not speak at 
least three languages. Because of 
their intelligence and willing- 
ness to learn and understand, 
every service was interrupted in 
two languages, English and 
their native “Yoruba” (common 
dialect in Lagos state). 


The language barrier compli- 
cated our work in spreading the 
Gospel but we soon learned that 
it was a larger deception of the 
enemy, to keep us from perform- 
ing the work God had sent us 
there to do....take no thought 
how or what ye shall speak: for 
it shall be given you in that same 
hour what ye shall speak. For 
it is not ye that speak, but the 
spirit of your Father which 
speaketh in you. St. Matt. 10:19- 
20. 


We encountered many religions 
that prevail in Africa, Pagan or 
Animistic, Christians and Mos- 
lems. One young girl age 12 or 
13 told of how she had been 
enslaved by witches (one being 
her mother) and had killed at 
least three women and ritualis- 
tically drank their blood. But 
after hearing the preaching of
